A baud of oiti- 
zens feariug that th« l»w would not be 
carried ont and aogwed oi?er the 
tncitj of rwMit QttoiM, determiiMd to 
take mattart into their own hauds. The 
lyuching was the ghastly cltiuax to the 
reign of lawlessness which has prevailed 
in ISiskiya county for some mouths past. 

Uue of the victims was Lawrence 
Johnson, who, on the evening of July 
2^, stabbed his wife to death in the 
town of Ktna. Another was William 
Null, who shot Henry Hayter in the 
back with u rifle near Callalians on 
April 21. Louis Moreno uud Garland 
beemlcr, who are supposed to have 
killed (ieorge Sean and (Jaaper MeirM- 
haus at Baiter Hill on A«g. 5, werealio 
bunged. 

At, 11 o'clock Sunday night farmers 
from all of the torroouding obontry be- 
gan to driye into town and by midnight 
tile mob Vaa ready to maroh to the 
ooouty jail. Before taking a atep, how- 
erer, every preountiou was taken to pre- 
vent the phuu of the lyuohen from be- 
ing frutmttd br the odtonof the law. 
The ■hwnUI and one of his deputies 
were deoojsd to another part of town 
by two members of the mob who were 
engaged in a sham fight and tiie fire 
beu was muffled to prevent an alarm 
from beiu^ given in that way. 

Wneu cnu jail was reached a namber 
of the men, all of whom were masked, 
awakened nuder-blientf Radfui'd and 
aemanded the keys from him. He 
positively refused to open the door or 
give tlic keys up, telling them that if 
tney broke in tne doors he would blow 
tlieir Iraiijs out. Finding tliat li.id- 
ford wufi at ci'iiiiuieu uut to give tliuiu 
the keys they weul across to thf jail 
and gor on lop oi a stuiie wall wluch 
surrounds the jail. 

Deputy .^.lenii lliMiry Brahtia^ht, 
wlio has Det'u slfi'piu^' m the jail .siiiee 
the coiiiuutuieiit of so many murucr- 
ers^ thinking someone was escaping 
from t)ie jail, lired two shots out of the 
\. MuUiA- lo jianu City Marshal Parks 
uiid Deputy .Sheiilf lladturd. lie then 
ojX'iied tlie doors auil was immediately 
held up by the moli, who totik the keys 
irom him una euiered the j.iil. Hav- 
H)j{ no K'jy.s to tiie dittereut cells, they 
were compelled to burst the locks with 
a .sledge haiuiner, which tliey proceed- 
ed to uo at ouce. 

Lawrence H. .lohusoii, who brutally 
staLibed liis \»ilf to death at Etna on 
buuday eveiiui;^, July iib, wu.s tue lust 
to receivt liie attention of the mob. 
They broke the kx;k from the door of 
his cell, uud piacing u ro^ie acuaud his 
neck led him out oi the jail nun across 
tlio street to wucie me iron rail was 
hud Utitweeu the forks of two locust 
trees. Jonnsou pleaded for mercy, but 
the sueiit gathering gave no heed to bis 
appeals uud he was quiolciy acmng up, 
djiug from strangulation in a few min- 
utes. 

The mob returned to the jail and then 
broke into the cull of WiUiam Null, 
who shot Henry Hayter at Callahuus 
on Ajoil il in a dispate over a mining 
property. Noli desired to make a state- 
meht, but time was too valuable to per- 
mit uuy such preiiminuries, and he was 
soon httugiug aluugsuie ot Johnson. 

Louis i^oreuo, who was charged with 
having killed Ueorge Bears on the 6th 
of th.s mouth, was then taken from his 
cell, and was soon swiugiug with John- 
sou uud Null. 

The last and youugest of the four 
murderers to pay the penalty of his 
crime was U-urlunu Seemier, aged about 
19, who, in company wiiu iilureno, was 
charged witn naving iulled Uas]H'r 
Meii-erhuus at Bailt-y ilill on the 0th of 
this month. A rope was placed around 
8eemier'<i neck una lie was led trum the 
J all in liis bare feet. Beamier beggea 
tor mer.jy, and his last words wore: 
■ l eh my dear old mother I am inno- 
cent ol tile (.•riiae. " 

)ai this tiiiie tjiieriflf Hobbs, bay- 
111(4 I'eeu uofilied, arrived on the scene, 
.111 I .-'larting tor the jail door was cum- 
uiaiiu' li to halt, the comamud bein^; 
ckiijiinsized by the display of several 
ie\oiMTs. He \/,is told tuat the "job 
liad been dole." By tins time the 
gveater part of t lie moii had dispersed, 
1* a\ 111^' only about M or 4.0 men on 
Kuai 1, who soon Isffe otter the shMritf 
arrived. 

TiKi bixlies were takm down by 
Coroner yiiotield and -M.if-hal I'arks. 
who reuiovt^d them in a wa^on to an 
eiigiuehouoe, where they weie laid siUe 
by side. '1 he coroner snnuuoned a jury 

to hold an inquest. 

Yreka is a little mining town, and 
years ago was frequeutly the scene of 
mob violence. The suiumary manner 
in which justice was meted out the four 
muraerers yesterday morning reuiiuded 
the pioneers of similar scenes during 
the gold ezoitemeut 40 years ago, when 
it was not an uuoommou spectacle to 
awaken in the morning and see the 
body of a notorious mminol dangling 
from a tree.

About U o\;lock they attacked the 
jail and demanded the keys of Jailor 
ISmith, wiio, havin;< been warned of 
their approach, escaped out the back 
door witli ttie keys. 

The mob, uothiiiK daunted, repaired 
to a nei^'hbonnx blacksmith shop pro- 
cured a sleil^'e hammer and other loola, 
and began b.itt<'riiig down the doors. 

It took them thrtie hours' hard work 
to reach tiieir victim, but then deter- 
miuatioii never wavered in the least, 
and promiitly at 4 o'dook in tiM BMm- 
ing he was lianxod. 

No re.^i.it-iiiice was offered the mob. 
and quite i number of people were on 
the streets vhile they were at work, 
but were airaid to iut«rfere. 

The crime for which Lewis was 
lynched was a most cowardly murder. 
Lust Friday he went to the house of 
Joe Brooks, also colored, looking for an- 
other negro who had, it was alleged, 
been too intimate with his (Lewis) 
paramour. Brooks told him that his 
man was not there, whereupon Lewis 
fired upon Brooks with a shotgun load- 
ed with buckshot, killing him instantly. 

Brooks was a hiRhly respected negro, 
and stood well in the communi^. 

The coroner's inquest failed to 
identify any of the mob. Mo effort will 
b* macM to find them out. .

Havana, Aug. 27.— A column of 800 
Spanish troops, comihanded by Ltenten- 
ant Colonel Temel. it is anqouuced, re- 
cently attacked the insurgents, Stelloa 
and Aiia:el, who have a following of 
about 150 men, near Doloritas, in the 
Remedios district in tlie proviie e of 
8anta Clara.

The insurgents lost three 
killed and the troops captured 12 sad- 
dled horses and on* prismiw, the father 

of Angel. 

Six railroad bridges in the Tunas dis- 
trict of Santi E.spiritn, province of 
Santa Clara, have been restored. 

During the attack on t\w fort af 
Niguera, the insurgent lieutenant, 
Magin Perez, was killed. The troops 
lost two men killed and three wounded. 
According to the details received from 
official sources regarding the light at 
Niguera, the insurgent leader was 
wounded in Vioth arms. It is aJso 
stated that the insurgent leader, Alonzo 
Kivero. with TOO men, has arrived in 
the neit:liborhoo<l of Niguera. 

A column, ronimanded '<y Lieutenant 
Colonel Valle, numbering about ISO 
men. has li.id a skirmisli with the in- 
surgent b.uid, commanded by Nunez, 
and II uiilierlng, according to official 
advices, 370 men. The in .urgeuts are 
said to have been compelled to ah uidon 
the positions which they occupied on 
Mount Caussito, leaving seven wounded 
on the field. The official xeports say 
that only two soldiers were wonnded 
during the engagement. 

Information received here by the gov- 
ernment is to the effect that RolofT has 
been reiuforoed by ^,000 insurgents in 
the province of Puwto Principe, and 
with these aud the forces of Banciiez he 
is said to be moving upou Sosita Clara. 

The father of Berattu Sanchea died re- 
cently at Sauti Espiritu. 

Colonel Copello has arrived from San- 
tiago de (;uba and has appointed chiefs 
for the battalion of pnolic mder and 
poUoe of Havano, 

Upmann, we banker, has advanced 
the government the sum of |500,000. 

Colonel Oliver, with 150 infantrr and 
12 oaTalry, sustained the fire of the in- 
surgent utnds of Fernaudes Perico, 
Dias and Carrillo, Jr., to the number of 
800 in Sitce Bonita, district of Bemedios, 
according to the oiBoial reports for- 
warded to Havana.

Mr. Clarence Martin was chosen Secre- 
tary, and Mr. G. H. Tamipseed aaaistant, 
after which Superintendent Blatterman 
read the school law in regard to compul- 
sory attendanoe of the taaolMm at the 
inititotea. 

Ztilagreat pity that all the schools 
oatt not get the good ft-om the institute. 

The tone of the institute indicates that 
the condition of our schools is much im- 
proved, and better schools and better 
teaching is at hand, but it would be un- 
just to say anything but that the Institute 
is a great success. 

Onr initractor was on time early and 
ontlined the week'a work and the organ- 
isation waa then complete. 

The qaeation was asked, "What are we 
here for f ' First, to coltiyate a profea- 
sional spirit ; second, for the pnrpoee of 
ezchanging ideas; third, social relation 
of the teachers ; fourth, to do yoor duty. 

There being no further business after 
the enrollment of the teachers, the insti- 
tute adjonmed to meet in the afternoon 
at 1:30.

The institute was called to order by 
Superintendent Blatterman. Singing led 
by Mr. J. W. Asbury ; organist. Miss Es- 
eie Hntchins. After the roll-call the reg- 
ular work waa taken up. Instructor R. 
M. Shipp requested that every te%efaer in 
the institute keep a n(;to book and pencil 
and whenever a new thought was sng- 
gested to make a note of it for fatnre ref- 
erence in school work. 

The first subject on the pro^'ram, 
"The Oieataat Common Divisor," was 
diaoossed by W. T. Berry. He teaches 
definitions, rules and principles. Mr. 
Berry was followed by several other mem 
bers. 

. The subject "Arithmetic" was ably 
continued by Instructor Shipp. Some 
excellent instruction was furnished the 
teachers in methods for conducting rec 
itationa in many of the topics of this 
branch. The carrying of 10, the develop 
ment of common fractions, procesa of 
;^roui)ing numbers, elementary combina- 
tions, group small numbers 1 to 10 and 
from 10 to 20 by addition, aabtraction, 
multiplication and division. 

Purposes of the study of arithmetic: 
First, mental dlcipline; second, as a 
traininifin exactness ; third, elements of 
a good solution, correctness, neatness 
and rapidity. 

Purposes of mental arithmetic: To culti- 
vate reason, memqry, system, languaKe 
and as the beat preparation to higher, 
mathematics and one of the means in 
concentrating the mind. 

The institute then adjonmed to meet 
this morning.
